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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


School  Board  of  Dorchester: 

I  hereby  submit  my  ninth  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools.  The  statistical  report  for  the  year 
1937-1938  follows  this  report. 

There  are  at  present  19  children  attending  the 
Cheever  School  of  whom  two  are  from  Groton.  There 
are  two  children  transported  to  the  Storey  School  in 
Canaan  and  three  to  Lyme  Center.  The  shifting  pop- 
ulation remains  a  problem  of  transportation  to  the 
Board,  but  its  statutory  obligations  are  being  prompt- 
ly met  and  with  state  aid  it  works  no  financial  hard- 
ship to  the  district.  During  the  summer  the  Board 
connected  the  toilets  with  the  building  at  Cheever 
which  is  a  decided  improvement. 

The  Board  is  asking  authority  of  the  District  to 
dispose  of  the  Poplar  Knoll  School.  It  seems  a  reason- 
able conclusion  that  there  will  not  be  enough  children 
in  this  section  to  warrant  opening  this  school  and  that 
it  is  good  business  procedure  to  dispose  of  it  and  stop 
depreciation  and  repairs. 

Mr.  Herbert  H.  Ashley  is  completing  his  40th  year 
of  service  as  a  member  of  the  school  board.  In  his 
former  days  there  were  at  one  time  six  schools  and 
about  80  pupils  in  the  district.  During  this  time  he 
has  followed  the  trends  of  education  not  only  in  the 
district,  but  in  the  state.  He  has  always  championed 
the  cause  of  school  opportunity  for  children  through- 
out the  state  and  particularly  in  the  rural  areas.  He 
has  rendered  a  marked  service  to  education  in  this 
state.  This  report  would  not  be  complete  without 
recognition  of  this  meritorious  service.
